GRANJESTAD -- It was a 
very bittersweet moment at the 
Casa Del Mar on Wednesday 
evening, March 12. Represen¬ 
tatives of several island foun¬ 
dations and Director cf CEDE 
Aruba, which administrates 


and finds funding for worthy 
organizations and projects, bid 
farewell to the few remaining 
volunteers of Friends of the 
Handicapped, (FOTH) 

Founded 27 years ago by 
Keith and Wilma Jones, both 


deceased, FOTH consisted of a 
dedicated group of commu¬ 
nity-minded island visitors 
who had been vacationing an¬ 
nually on Aruba for years 
When some of tire poof boys at 
the Aruba Beach Club were 
selling shells t.o raise funds for 
a local foundation, FAVI P 
which is dedicated to assisting 
tire visually impaired, they do¬ 
nated generously and decided 
to pitch m Thus, with the as¬ 
sistance islander, Marcelmo 
Kock, a legal foundation was 
created, ably assisted by 
Anoushka of the executive of¬ 
fices of the Casa Del Mar 
They organized annual events 
that raised Rinds for several 
important island foundations. 

The visiting volunteers 
worked very hard oil three 
events that were great fun for 
vactioners and residents alike, 
a Superbawl Lottery, a Valen¬ 
tine's Day dinner dance, and a 
bing c m gilt L oy ally sp ons ored 
by several local jewelers, re¬ 
sorts, cai' rentals and activity 
operators, they sold raffle tick¬ 
ets for die donated merchan¬ 
dise and services that allowed 
them to raise and distribute 1 5 
million dollars to over 23 local 
chanties during their 27 years 
of op eration. 

Sadly, 27 years takes its 
tool on even the most vital and 
energetic of community ac¬ 
tivists, with many of the FCTH 
volunteers unable to make the 
trip to Aruba tbs year. In par¬ 
ticular, die FOTH President of 
die past 14 years. Art Stark, 
who did arrive l ate, had tD be 
rushed back to die U S. for 
health reasons, and his wife 
Alma, also a very active mem¬ 
ber of the group, has had t.o 
withdraw over the past few 
years because of felling health 
Last year., already, the remain¬ 
ing members were considering 
retiring the foundation unless 
tiiey had some new, younger 
volunteers to take up the baton 
However, die sad passing over 
the past year of the honorary 
treasurer since the inception of 
FOTH, Phil Solomon, signaled 
the retirement of foundation

they need to be more distinctive 
from one group to the next 
Rossini is now a member of 
the Federation of European 
Carnival Cities, or FECC, as 
staging a carnival such as 
Aruba's is becoming increas¬ 
ingly popular across the conti¬ 
nent.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
US naval ship and surveil¬ 
lance plane are heading to the 
Andaman Sea and the Bay of 
Bengal to search for a missing 
Malaysian airliner that van¬ 
ished a week ago, officials 
said Friday. 

A P-3 Poseidon aircraft and 
a guided missile destroyer, the 
USS Kidd, were due to aid the 
international hunt for the jet 
as the search effort extended 
further west, Pentagon 
sp ok esm an Col on el St even 
Warren said 

"At Malaysia's request, the 
USS Kidd is north of the 
Strait of Malacca in what 
we're calling the western 
search area," Warren told re¬ 
po iters 

The Kidd was preparing to 
search the Andaman Sea and 
tlie Bay of Bengal for the 
Malaysia Airlines plane, he 
said.

Before leaving the retreat just outside the village of Ar- 
iccia, the 77-y ear-old pope thanked the priest Angelo De 
Donatis, who had overseen the week of prayer and 
solemn reflection on the meaning of Lent. The only 
recognition of Thursday’s anniversary of Francis's elec¬ 
tion as head of the Roman Catholic Church came in the 
form of a tweet in which he urged the faithful to "please 
pray for me."

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Obama wants 'more humane' US deportations 


LONDON (AFP) - Top 
Russian and US diplo¬ 
mats utterly failed Friday 
to defuse the crisis over 
Ukraine, ending up at log¬ 
gerheads following tense 
talks over the worst East- 
West clash since the Cold 
War. 

After six hours of talks 
between Russian Foreign 
Minister Sergei Lavrov 
and US Secretary of State 
John Kerry. US officials 
said they "did not find 
common ground" and 
everything now depended 
on Russian President 
Vladimir Putin's reaction 
to Sunday's breakaway 
vote in Crimea. 

Despite flying in early 
Friday from Washington 
for crisis talks only two 
days before Crimea is to 
decide whether to spit 
away from Ukraine, Kerry 
acknowledged that his 
mad dash to London had 
been in vain. 

Lavrov "made it clear 
that President Putin is not 
prepared to make any de¬ 
cision regarding Ukraine 
until after the referendum 
on Sunday." Kerry told re¬ 
porters after their talks. 

But he warned Moscow 
against any "backdoor 
annexation" of Ukraine's 
southern Black Sea 
peninsula such as by rat¬ 
ifying the vote in the 
Russian parliament. 

Putin's decision will be 
"of enormous conse¬ 
quence with respect to 
the global community," 
Kerry said, adding any 
move to ratify Crimea's 
referendum would "fly in 
the face of every legiti¬ 
mate effort to try to reach 
out to Russia". 

But Lavrov, in a sepa¬ 
rate press conference, 
hinted that Moscow was 
already resolved to bring 
Crimea under Its eventual 
control. 

’’Everyone understands 
- and I say this with all re¬ 
sponsibility -- what 
Crimea means to Russia, 
and that it means immea¬ 
surably more than the Co¬ 
moros (archipelago) for 
France or the Falklands 
for Britain." 

He agreed Moscow and 
Washington "have no 
common vision of the sit¬ 
uation," adding "differ¬ 
ences remain."

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Spain patient gets pneumonia 
by e-cigarettes: hospital 
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Colorado launches 'Drive High, 
Get a DUI 1 pot campaign 


MADRID (AFP) - A patient in 
Spain caught pneumonia from 
smoking an electronic cigarette 
too much, Hie second ever 
recorded case of lung illness 
from the devices, die hospital 
treating him said Thursday. 

The patient, identified by 
media as a man aged SO, was 
admitted m the northwestern 
city of A Coruna for a separate 
illness and came down with the 
lung complaint while there, a 
source at the hospital told AFP. 

"He was diagnosed with ex¬ 
ogenous lip oi d pn emn om a 
caused by an excessive use of 
electronic cigarette/' said the 
source at the A Coruna Univer¬ 
sity Hospital, who asked not be 
named. 

The disease was caused by a 
vegetable-based ingredient in 
the replaceable cartridges that 
produce the vapour for inhala¬ 
tion, the source added. 

Doctors diagnosed the pneu¬ 
monia " a few days ago" and the 
patient has since been cured 
and discharged, die source said. 

"According to the medical 
journals, it is the second case m 
die world of a breathing com¬ 
plaint. related to consumption 
of electronic cigarettes" 

The US specialist medical 
journal Chest in April 2012 
recorded the case of a 42-year- 
old woman who also caught 
pneumonia from using e-ciga¬ 
rettes 

Makers of e-cigarettes say 
diey are much less harmful 
dian tobacco and can help peo¬ 
ple give up smoking. They 


blushed off the case in A 
Coruna. 

"There is no proof that tins 
illness was linked to use of an 
electronic cigarette," said Ale¬ 
jandro Rodriguez, vice-presi¬ 
dent of the National Electronic 
Cigarette Association, which 
represents 5DO companies ac¬ 
tive in Sp am 

"How many people die 
every day from smoking? If in 
the 15 years diat e-cigarettes 
han/e been around only two 
people m the world have 
caught light pneumonia from 
this product we should say 
well done to it" he told AFP 

"Hie battery-powered de¬ 
vices deliver a puff of nicotine 
vapour in a variety of possible 
Savours, minus many cf the 
toxic chemicals present m to¬ 
bacco. 

They are becoming an in¬ 
creasingly papular alternative 
to tobacco but experts have yet 
to determine how harmful they 
may be to people's health 

Experts at a conference in 
London last November said 
about seven million Europeans 
have turned tD e-cigarettes in 
die past four ye airs. 

In December, the European 
Union agreed to regulate die e- 
cigarette market and Spam said 
it would b an them from public 
places like hospitals and 
schools. 

In the United States, law¬ 
makers in the cities of New 
York and Los Angeles have 
voted to ban e-cigarettes in 
public.

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Global powers sign declaration on sustainable fishing 



ATHENS (AFP) - Officials 
from some of the world's top 
fishing powers signed a decla¬ 
ration in Greece oil Friday to 
promote sustainable manage¬ 
ment of fish stocks. 

The signatories -- the EU, 
United States, Japan, Philip¬ 
pines, Colombia and Indonesia 
--pledgedto supportmeasures 
to address fislung overcapac¬ 
ity 


These include developing 
international fishing vessel 
records, limiting the number 
of licenses and vessel tonnage 
and eliminating fisheries sub¬ 
sidies dial contribute to over¬ 
capacity and overfishing. 

The event was organised m 
Thessaloniki under Greece's 
rotating EU presidency. 

According to the European 
Commission, the EU imports 


70 percent of its fish intake 
Overall, the bloc accounts for 
a fourth of the world's seafood 
resources. 

Some progress has been 
made 

In 2013, 25 stocks were 
fished sustainably m the North 
Sea and Atlantic, five times 
more than in 2009, the Euro¬ 
pean Commission says. 

This is expected to increase 
to 31 stocks in 2015. 

But environmental group 
Greenpeace stressed that more 
action is needed, 

The organisations oceans 
policy advisor Sebastian 
Losada added. "Better man¬ 
agement of fishing capacity is 
critical and long overdue. Gov¬ 
ernments must ensure that ex¬ 
cess fishing capacity is 
removed and not just dis¬ 
patched to new fi slung 
grounds. “ 

EU Man time Affairs and 
Fisheries Commissioner Man a 
Damanaki conceded in an on¬ 
line article this week that en¬ 
forcing compliance by states 


has been a "struggle" 

"Td achieve the right bal¬ 
ance between fishing power 
and natural resources, all 
global actors need to pull to¬ 
gether," she wrote in a Huffin- 
gton Post article.

LONDON {AFP}-The final 
battle of British king 
Richard III, who died at 
war in 1485, began Thurs¬ 
day at London's High 
Court, which must decide 
where his remains will be 
laid to rest. 

Distant relatives and 
supporters of the infa¬ 
mous ruler, whose body 
was found under a car 
park in Leicester, centra! 
England, in 2012, are 
fighting for his remains to 
be buried in York IVinster, 
the city that gave its name 
to Richard's royal house. 

The Plantagenet Al¬ 
liance claim it was the 
wish "of the last medieval 
king of England" that he 
be interred in the historic 
northern England city. 

But the archaeologists 
who made the astonish¬ 
ing discovery contest that 
his battle-scarred body 
should remain in Leices¬ 
ter, at the city's cathedral. 

The scientists from the 
University of Leicester are 
backed by the Ministry of 
Justice and the local 
council, which hopes the 
monarch will help draw 
tourists to the central 
England city. 

However, the king's 
supporter's club is pre¬ 
pared to calf a truce if the 
three judges rule that Jus¬ 
tice Secretary Chris 
Grayling sets up a wide- 
ranging public consulta¬ 
tion exercise.

Higher-quality arabtca beans have also been severely af¬ 
fected by continuing low temperatures in the north of the 
country. In 2012, Vietnam exported 1.73 million tons of 
coffee, worth som e S3.G7 billion and accounting for more 
than 50 percent of the world's robusta, which is used in 
instant coffee or other blends.

It paid net profit of $79 6 
billion to the US Treasury. By 
law, the non-profit central 
bank is required to turn aver 
any profit in excess of operat¬ 
ing and other expenses to the 
government. 

Last year's Treasury pay¬ 


ment was less than the record 
JSS.4 billionm 2012 The Fed 
said it had reaped no gains on 
the sales of US Treasury secu¬ 
rities m 2013 compared with 
$13.3 billion in gains in the 
prior y ear 

While earnings are gener¬ 
ated by the interest rate the Fed 
charges to banks in refinancing 
operations, the bulk of the 
Fed's 2013 earnings came from 
interest accrued from the asset- 
purchase program, which is 
aimed at tamping dawn long¬ 
term interest rates to encourage 
US lending and hiring. 

Interest income on securi¬ 
ties grew to $90 4 billion at the 
end of 2013, an increase of 


$99 billion from a year earlier 
Tire central banked racked 
up $ 3 5 brill on a mo nth in as s et 
purchases every month last 
year In January and February 
it cut that back by $10 billion

Steady progress, no break¬ 
through in US-EU trade talks 


BRUSSELS (AFP)-Thelatest 
round of talks to create the 
world's largest free trade area 
wound up yesterday in Brus¬ 
sels with both US md Euro¬ 
pean negotiators reporting 
pro gr es s but n o bre akthrou gh 
In particular, the two have 
yet to agree an harmonising 
food safety standards and ac¬ 
cess to public procurement 
contracts, while a controversial 
legal mechanism allowing 
companies to sue governments 
remains a stumbling block 
Speaking at the end of the 
fourth round of negotiations 
for the Transatlantic Trade and 
Investment Partnership 
(TTIP), US chief negotiator 
Dan Mullaney said be re¬ 
mained committed to an "am¬ 
bitious" agreement 

"It has been a very good 
week and we expect to make 
progress in months to come," 
Mull aney told a press confer¬ 
ence also attended by his Eu¬ 
ropean Urn on counterpart 
Ignacio Garcia Bercero. 

Both Mull aney and Garcia 
Bercero indicated they are still 
divided on key issues of mar¬ 
ket access, while food safety 
standards remain a maj or stick¬ 
ing p Dint 


"It is absolutely clear that 
nothing we do in these negoti¬ 
ations w r ould imply putting m 
question the food safety legis¬ 
lation of the EU," Garcia 
Bercero said. 

Mull aney reiterated the US 
position that it should be 
"based on science" and that 
"safe food products" should 
not be excluded from the deal, 
a referenc e to US me at pro due - 
ers' claims that there is no evi¬ 
dence to suggest their products 
or practices, notably the use of 
hormones to boost, growth, are 
unsafe. 

On access to public pro¬ 
curement contracts, both sad 
tlie political will for tins part of 
gr cement is strong. 

Both sides have also agreed 
to include an invest or-state dis¬ 
pute settlement mechanism 
(ISDS) in the deal, a provision 
whi:h allows companies to go 
to court to challenge govern¬ 
ment policies if they believe 
they harm their business. 

However, there are still dif¬ 
ferences over how an ISDS 
would work, with Mull aney 
simply saying it needed to re¬ 
spect both sides "regulatory 
space".

It will also be the fourth de¬ 
fense of die WBA title Garcia 
took from England's Amir 
Khan with a fourth-round stop¬ 
page m 2012. 

The homecoming aspects 
have been played up for Gar¬ 
cia, whose father and trainer 
Angel Garcia is excited to 
have In s son fight in Puerto 
Rico for the first time. 

"It's a great honor for me to 
bring my son, the world cham¬ 
pion, in front of our own peo¬ 
ple where 1 was bom and grew 
up," the eider Garcia said 
Herrera, who gives away 
eight years to Ins rival, is hop¬ 
ing to spoil the storybook end¬ 
ing Garcia has in mind
